ifa'em ent of the heroine of the story, to the man she loved.

“Do you remember saying to me once that faith comes to us in some hu­ 
man form we love? You are my faith. 
And faith in you is my faith in 
humanity and faith in God." 
Fhat statement, as well as the entire story, made a great impression 
upon me when I read it. 
This faith of ours is something th at we could not part with. 
How it 
came in the first place, or why, we do not exactly know’. 
I often feel 
that the faith my m other so deeply held rem ains today as the source from 
which all my own faith has sprung 
Her suprem e confidence in the just­ 
ness and understanding and love of God, her gentleness and unselfishness 
toward all people, whether good or bad in the eyes of the world, and her 
love of the beautiful, wherever it appeared, have perhaps done more than 
everythin# else in this world, to rivet my faith as som ething inseparable 
from my hum an existence. 
I believe that we do not always adequately give credit to our sources 
cf faith. 
Every time I see a brave-action on the part of anyone, my faith 
in human goodness is strengthened and enlarged. 
And I care not by 
whom that act is performed, God is no respecter of persons, so neither 
should we be! 
When I see the little flower at springtim e poke its tiny head through 
th e softening earth, my laith is fed anew. 
And when I see the rain 
refresh the thirsty earth, and the -sun warm the grass and touch the 
opening buds of the flowers upon the trees and shrubs I know that my 
la :th in people here, and in their good works th at live after them , is not 
misplaced. 
Faith comes to as in greater part when we give what faith we have— 
away, to strengthen the faith in others. 
W hen we have placed great faith in someone whom we have trusted, 
and are betrayed, this faith of ours is at once challenged. 
But that is the 
tim * when we should look farther on 
No matter how perfect or precious 
a seed m ay be, it can never be made to grow in barren soil.
